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1. A stable pharmaceutical composition of omeprazole 
for oral administration which consists essentially of 

(a) a core of Omeprazole or a pharmaceycically 
equivalent salt, a filler and an alka/ine material 
selected from the group consisting of. lysine and 
arginine; and 

(b) a single layer of coating on a&id core which 
comprises a layer of an enteric goating agent applied 
from an organic solvent based system. 



2. A pharmaceutical composition of omeprazole as
